WORKINGMAN’S CHURCH A FRAUD. 


War.saw, Ind., Aug. * 3.—Rev. George L 
McNutt,, whose declaration from an In­ 
diana pulpit last year that there was no 
church wor the workingman caused a 
furore among clergymen attending the 
national Bible conference created a stir 
at the Winona assembly to day by declar- 
inji the "misision church” 
as at present 
conducted is a disgrace to Oie church. 
“The mission churches.” dec^lared Mc­ 
Nutt, ‘‘are as much a disgrace as mission 
home.s for unattractive children. 
A mll- 
lionaire-s’ church is a fraud; so Is a work­ 
ingman’s church. 
The Ctospel Is defaced 
by the dollar sign or blue label.” 


Philadelphia, Aug. 3.—The fact that the 


industrial branch of the civic federation 


has made an effort ot settle the^ textile 


strike in this city and failed was made 
pnblic to day by leaders of the textile 


>tr'kcrs. The attem pt was made in June 


and was kept (juiet until to day. when tbe 
correspondence w as made public. The tex­ 
tile workers agreed to return to work on a 
tifiy-five hour 
a 
week basis and also 
agreed not to ask for higher wages until a 
reasonable time had elapsed. The dyers, 
one of the branches of the industry on 
strike, agreed to modify their w ages de­ 
mand. The civic federation communicated 
with the manufacturers, but the employerjt 
would not accept the offer. Strike leaders 
declare there are 55,000 men, womep and 
children engaged in the industry tctill idle. 


A LAW UNTO THBMSBLVES. 
Denver, Aug, 3.—At a m eeting of the 
Citizens’ alliance called for the purpose of 
endorsing' the action of the Citlxens’ Pro­ 
tective league of Idaho Springs, Colo., in 
expelling from that city fourteen mem­ 
bers of the local miners’. union the day af­ 
ter blowing up with dynam ite of the con­ 
verter house of the Sun and. Moon mine 
recently, resolutions were adopted com­ 
mending the course of the alliance ' of 
Idaho Springs and law officers of Clear 
Creek county. The preamble charges that 
within the W estern Federation of Miners 
"there exists a secret, oath-bound pledge 
to commit personal violence, murder and 
destruction o f property at the behest and 
mandate of their leaders, who in turn arc 
a law unto them selves and recognize no 
rights of others, and by unlawful means 
seek to control some of the most lmi>ort- 
ant interests of the state.” 


MUST APPLY TÒ COURTS. 
Governor PealM>dy to day answered the 
petition 
of 
the Idaho Springs miners’ 
union, asking protection from the state 
against banishment of union miners by 
the alliance organization of Idaho Springs, 
also protection by military for them in 
event they return to their homes, 
he 
governor .says the expeiled miners will 
have to seek redress through the courts at 
Idaho Springs and that under the laws ho 
Is not vested w ith'pow er to act In the 
matter. 


JOURNEYMEN TAILORS. 
Bloomington, Aug. 3.—At to day’s ses­ 
sion of the law committee of thè Journey­ 
men Tailors’ Union of North. America 
the report of National Secretary Lcnnlng- 
ton showed 137 new unions organibed with 
an increase in membership of 4,769, .making 
the total membership 14,496. 
The sum of 
$34,262 was paid for strike benefits. There 
were 113 strikes and lockouts.

Lusson, sufCbring from heart disease, ^led 
during the shock. 
Lick observatory re­ 
ports the shock the heaviest in the history 
of the place. 
The Indicator of the seis- 
magraph w as dislodged and no record ob­ 
tained. 
At San Jose the shock , lasted 
twenty to thirty seconds and w as from 
east to west. 
Three shocks; were felt in 
the Yosemlte valley.

was scoured and the hunt ocntinued until 
nightfall, but no trace of the negroes was 
found. 


JETT-W HITE TRIAL. 


Cynthlana, Ky., Aug. 3.—The prosecution 
after having presented forty-two witnesses 
in the Jett-W hite trial rested its case this 
morning. The defense wiil introduce about 
twenty »more witnesses; than they used at 
Jackson. 


This afternoon Curtis Jett testified in 
his own behalf. 
H e .said he entered the 
court house after Marcum had been shot, 
but seeing nothing went putside the door. 
He denied he told Marcum's sister he shot 
her brother. ,He made denials of state­ 
m ents of other w itnesses connecting him 
with the shooting. 


Thomas W hite w sa also on the stand for 
the defense. H e told about being in Jett*s 
company the day of the shooting, admit­ 
ted he went in the side door of the court 
house and coming out of the front door 
turned and looked at 
Marcum 
as 
he 
(Tl'hite) passed out. of the front door. In 
som e particulars W hite corroborated evi­ 
dence o f the state’s witnesses. 


STRIKE IN MADRID. 


Madrid, Aug. 3.—-The threatened general 
strike commenced to day In several cen­ 
ters, Including Barcelona, Murcia Cadiz 
Ronda and Alcoy.

The guards who accompanied him imme­ 
diately strapped him to the chair and at 
6:4S% a. m. the curent was turned on for 
thirty seconds, the voltage being 1,700. At 
the end of thirty seconds the voltage was 
reduced to 300 and kept there for fifteen 
seconds. It was then turncfd off for fifteen 
seconds. At the end of that time it was 
again applied for fifteen scconds at the 
total voltage of 1,700, again reduced to 200 
and then turned off.

H is victim was his employer. In his trial 
he accused M rs,.

She Is now In Jail awaiting trial for 
perjury.

Tilomas A* £dison*s Opinion of 
the G reat M achine o f 
Science. 


Indicted by Grand Jury at Dan­ 
ville and Im m ediately Pleads 
G nilty—W bole Proceeding Oc­ 
cupied Two H onrs. 


Danville, 111., Aug. 3.—Jam es Wlljson, the 


negro whom a mob attempted to lynch 


July 2S, causing a race war that was 


quelled by state troops, to day was In­ 


dicted by the grand Jury on the charge of 
attempt to assault Mrs. Burgerr, of Alvan, 
IlL, was taken into court, allowed to enter 
a plea of guilty and sentenced to a long 
term in tht? penitentiary. The whole pro­ 
ceedings occupied about two hours. 
The 
grand Jury was convened to day to look 
into crimes committed during the mob 
outbreak in which Metcalf, a negro, was 
hanged and burned for murdering Henry 
Gatterman. The grand jury at once bepan 
its se.sslon by taking up the case of Jam es 
Wilson and Indicted him In a few minutes. 
Siieriff W ilson, who 
defended 
Wilson 
agalnts attack of the mob, took W ilson 
into court as soon as the indictment was 
returned. 
W ilson's guilt was established 
by the confession and sentence was soon 
pas.scd. 
The sheriff will remove WilsOn 
to prI.son as soon as possible. 


The grand Jury will at once take up the 
cases of men arrested for taking part In^ 
the mob outbreak. 


Orange, N. J., Aug. 3.—-Thomas A. Edi­ 
son says the x -|a y has no commercial 
value, because it means death to uny one 
wlio continually uses it. and that he has 
abandoned researcbes In the line of com­ 
mercial utility for the x-rays.

SCHWAB 
TO 
RESIGN 


W ill Sever H is Connection W itb 
United States Steel Cor­ 
poration To l>ay. 


l^hiladelphla, Aug. 3.—The Public Ledger 
says: 
“Charles M. Scliwab, president of 
the United States Steel CQrporatlon, will 
.sever his official connection with that 
concern to day (Tuesday), his resignation 
as president now being in the hands of 
the executive committee. 
The executive 
committee will meet to day and recom­ 
mend its acceptance. The recommendation 
will then be turned over to the directors, 
who will meet later in the day and formal­ 
ly approve it. Scliwab will also, it is an­ 
nounced, resign as a director, thus com­ 
pletely severing his connection with the 
company, 


W. E. Cory, who on July 1 was appoint­ 
ed assistant to Schwab to perform active 
ditties of the president of the company, it 
is stated, will be elected Schwab’s suc­ 
cessor, but his duties will be practically 
the .same as those he is now performing— 
physical operation of the various plants 
comprising the corporation.”

Great disapimintment 
was manifested and when the little puff 
of smoke appeared there were loud cries, 
not only of disappointment, but even of 
derision. 


Rome is iiecomlng extrem ely impatient 
over delay in selection of a new poiie.

definite explanation owing to thu rigid 
.secrecy with which proceedings within the 
conclave is being guarded. To day prac­ 
tically the only now» which eame from 
the Sistlne chapel was that of the ex­ 
tremely grave illness of Cardinal Her- 
reero. 
It is presumed, however^ other 
aged cardinals are also suffering from 
their prolonged incarceration and intense 
heat. 
Among ambassadors and ecclesias­ 
tics there exists a general opinion that If 
only for the sake of relieving the aged 
cardinals much may be sacrificed within 
the conclave to arrive at a speedy conclu­ 
sion. On the other hand, there are tho.se 
w'ho are iiesslmestic enough to believe hos­ 
tility among the factions In the sacred 
college i.s so bitter the struggle mfty be 
continued several we«iks. This view, how­ 
ever. finds little credence.

PLANS FOB FEDERAL 
Am STATE UIUTIÀ 


Secretary R oot M akes Statem ent 
lodicating H is l>esire to Co­ 
operate W itb Governors. 


The following statement by the .secre­ 
tary of war Indicates his desire In han­ 
dling militia matters to co-operate with 
the governors of states: 


Under the act malcing appropriation for 
the support of the army, approved March 
2, 1901, the secretary of war is authorized 
to expend 12,000,000 In procuring articles to 
fully arm, equip and supply the organized 
militia. Tills is in addition to the issue of 
standard service magazine arms and ac* 
couterments authorized by the militia act 
of Jan. 21, 1908. As the sum appropriated 
will prolKibly fully accomplish the object 
and further appropriations will be neces­ 
sary from time * to ^time the secretary 
wishes to expend this sum of $2,000,000 
already appropriat<^ in such a way as to 
put the department in possession of the 
articles which will contribute most effec­ 
tively to the immediate preparation of the 
militia for active operations and render 
them most effective if they shall be unex­ 
pectedly called into the service of the 
United States. So far as It is consistent 
w’ith the accomplishment of this purpose 
he desires to meet th^ wished of the gov­ 
ernors of the several states in the pre­ 
paration of material for which they may 
malce requisitions in the proportion which 
the number of organized militia in each 
state bears to the whole. numl>er in all 
the states. As the preparation of artillery 
roaieriai re<tuires considerable time the 
^reta.ry. immediately after the passage 
^of the act. authorized the'chief of ord­ 
nance Jo apply the sum of |1S6,0(N) to the 
preparation'for military use of field pleccs 
iand carriages of 
the , new model with' 
which the regular army is alKrat ..to be 
equiii]^. A^ a guide to the further ex 
^odituire of the ;iium appropriated the 
'aecretai^ will be glad to receive from the 
governor» all the information which they 
can conveniently-give as to tlie , articles 
whlcli ar^deemed most necessary for the 
full anm nient and equipment of their na- 
tim al guard.'

To many readers of the currcnt 
n<;\vs disimlclic« concerning the Man- 
cliuriii Biluation it ma^ eecm almost 
ludicrously »trangc to filwJ the phrase 
so often re|K;ated that Russia “be- 
li(?vos” or “feels confident” tJiat she 
could defeat Japan in the event <jf 
war. 
The i?iant liussia, spnia«! oiit 
upon two continents, possessing over 
half the area of one and over a third 
the area of tlie other, should feel, 
one might thiiik, nothiujp: but in- 
diifercnee and contempt for the in­ 
habitants of a few islands strung oil 
the Asiatic coast. 


It hapneiis, liowever, that there are 
some 45,(X}0,W0 Japanese on those 
islands—about a third as many peo­ 
ple as all the Ilussians contain—and 
that among them are some of the 
best fighting men the world can show 
Japan’B standing’army numlxis, ac 
cording to the official figures of J)cc 
31, 
107,620 men, and hei rc 


serves bring the total of available sol 
diers up to (i‘?2,(K)0, all of them f ully 
trained and ready to serve. 


Kussia of course, has 
a 
vastly 
larger force. Her peace strength is 
l)laeed at about 1,000,(K»0 men, and 
her total v;ar strength at 4,(H>'>,000 
J?ut llicse are scattered over the 
whole empire. 
Nobody knows how 
many of them are in Manchuria, or 
(•lr..si* to its bonlers—an estimate oi‘ 
200,0(K) may be tiio high or it may 
be too low. 
The process of traiis- 
jKjrling the rest to the front woulc 
be slow and difficult, despite the 
Siberian railroad, for the journey 
takes fourteen days at the best, an( 
the line is single track, of dieap con- 
stnietion and of insufficient cijuip- 
nient. 


As to navies Kussia\s practical su­ 
periority is no greater. She has, it 
is true, aec(*r<ling to the latest avail­ 
able statistics, 2C7 ships of all classes, 
with a t<ital tonnage of 4<Ji?,814, as 
ntaiiijst Japan’s 104 ships with a tan- 
nageOf 21B,iK)8. But she must main­ 
tain fleets in the Baltic an«l Black 
s<!as, while Japan’s ships can be kept 
concent rat<*d at the scene of action. 
Russia’s present strength in Asiatic 
waters is considerably 
inferior to 
Japan’s. 


With Russia Victorious on the sea 
she could not ho|Hi to invaile Js'.pan 
successfully. With Japan victorious, 
she t'ouhl probably land all the forccs 
she wish«*il in Korea unoppescd. am^ 
thenei* cross the Yalu into Maii- 
fhnria. What the outcome of hind 
battles under such fircums’iincci? 
would be there is no prcdictinir, save 
that the fighting would Im» long and 
hard. —Chicago Record-llcrald.

Concerning KItss. 


A very amusing “tailless kite” 
can be made in this way Say you 
want a four foot kite. You place 
your crossbar a foot from one end 
of the kite, and it must be made of 
hickory, fastened strongly to the 
upright stick and then “bowed” by 
tying a siring to each end and bend­ 
ing it backward like a bow and 
fastening it in that position. The 
bow should bo three feet long, one 
and a half feet on each side, from 
where it is fastened in the center to 
the upright. 
A string should be 
fastened at the ends, of the frame 
so as to run all oround it and an­ 
other string from-each end of the 
bow to the stick one and a half feet 
below. 


Cover the frame with tissue pa­ 
per and fasten jour “captive string’’ 
to a cord tied both at the point 
where the bow and the stick join 
and to the stick itself one and a naif 
feet below. This sort of kite rec|uires 
practice to make it well, but it is 
neat fun w'hen you have one well 
balanced. The captive cord should 
be exactly opposite tlie point where 
the two sticks meet.

London, Aug. 2.—The annual report of 
^he lunacy commissioners snows an <»nori 


mous Increase In madnes» in England an^ 
W al^. In 1859 the number of Insane was, 
36.76!. a proportion to the population of. 
In 536. There has been a steady increa| 
up to Jan; >1, 1901^, when the Insane nuro 
^bered 113,9^,. a proportion ,of 1 to 298 of 
the population. The rate of Increase sinqe 
1891 is specially noted, the leap being froip 
92,0jST. There ijpyer ha^s been such an In 
crease in numbers of insane as in the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1902, the increase over 1901 
being 3.2S1. 


The number of persons to become insane 
in 1902 alone was 22.581, almost 500 weekly 
The increase is found almost entire^r 
among pauper, lunatics. The increase In 
1902 in England was composed of private 
188, criminal 4^ pauper 3,015. The prppor 
tion of private lunatics to the population 
Is about the sam e now as in 1859, whereas 
the pauper, proportion is twice as high. 


A careful table explains as far as possi 
ble the causes of lunacy. The list is head 
ed by drink, whereto 23 per ccnt of male 
insanity and 9.6 per cent of female is as 
cribed. Heredity accounts for the greatest 
number of women lunatics, the propor­ 
tion being a high one, 24.6 per cent. H er 
edity Is second in . the case of men. ac 
counting for 18.8 i>er cent. 
Previous a t­ 
tacks come next, with 23.1- per cent of 
women and 16.2 per cent of men. 
Un­ 
known causes is 17 per cent of men and 
15.4 per cent of women. 


The general impre.ssion is th a t the in- 
crea.se In lunacy is due to the m ental weai 
and tear of modern life, but is unsupport,- 
ed by figures.. Adverse circumstances, in­ 
cluding busin,ess anxieties and pecuniary 
difficulties, account for 6.2 per cent oi 
men and 3.8 of women. Mental anxiety, 
worry and overwork is given 5.7 per cent 
of men and 5.9 of women. J^ve affairs ac­ 
count for 1 Jn .200 of men and 3 in 200 of 
women., and about the same proportion 
through fright, and nervous shocks. 


According, to the commissioner physical 
rather than direct m ental causes aré re­ 
sponsible fur a great increase and one case 
in three can .be traceid to some disease or 
disorder^ The old age percentage is 7 for 
men and 8 forwromen. The age limits be­ 
tween which the m ajority are adm itted to 
asylum s are 25 and 44. 


One-fourth of ail adm itted are found sui>« 
cidalhr inclined. 
Lunacy is increasing 
more In the;.country than in towns. Here-r 
ford and E xeter have a higher percentage 
than .London, yet the average increase in 
insanlbr In London has attained the enor­ 
mous figure qf 500. 


Dr. E. W. White, recently, elected, presi 
dent of the Medico-Psychological associar 
tlon, points out th a t not only Is Insanity 
Increasing., but during theJa^t thirty years 
there has been no m aterial advancejn th« 
recover)>i rate,. d,espi,te. the nu|nerous new 
and rational.¿»iflnclples.of treatm ent^-In 
Loñdon particularly they .are suffering 
fro^» numbers, of. the .worst kinds of alien» 
and needy town dwellers, 
whose poor 
bodies and poorer mtnds arc often sapped 
by disease.

MONETARY CONFERECNE. 
Mexico Cityi Aug. 3.—^The sub­ 
committee on monetary conference 
has adopted the report made by Ri­ 
cardo Garcia Grandos, which after
